ance, while the remainder were 
partially covered. Estimate of the 
loss was not made.

Perhaps I should have said 
‘we 
people’ for I feel that I am part 
and parcel of this community now. 
“Failure tp realize and take ad­ 
vantage of the resources of this 
section certainly would constitute 
weakness. 
This 
community 
should be on its 
guard 
against 
such a contingency.” 
There is much improvement al­
